Chinese population in San Fran- 
cisco _ increased from 8.3 to 9.0 
per cent. He voiced the mayor S 
support of the bill，which he said 
will help to alleviate the burden 
placed on the social service capa- 
bilities of gateway cities Such as 
San Erancisco. 

Speaking on behalf of Pilipino 
immigrants，Rod 了 Estrada of the 
Filipino Newcomers Service Cen- 
ter in San Francisco concentrated 
on the unemployment and under- 
employment problems of over 
29,000 .Pilipino immigrants who 
have arrived in the United States 
in each of the last three years. On

Head Start Program 
Resumes Next Spring

The announcement last week 
that the San Francisco Head Start 
program would be revived was 
greeted as a welcome relief to the 
urgent childcare needs in China- 
town. 

An ad hoc committee has been 
formed in Chinatown involving 


"various agencies and individuals 


to lay the groundwork for an ex- 
pected resumption of services 
next Spring. According to Helen 
Lum，a concerned parent，regis- 
tration of eligible children has 
already started. 

The Young Women's Christian 
Association (YWCA) was chosen 
to_ develop a _ citywide plan to 
bring back the Head Start pro- 
gram to the estimated 500 pre- 
School age children from disad- 
vantaged families. As the grantee 
agency to operate the $1 million 
program，the YWCA will be 
responsible for selecting dele- 


ganizations to stop using the” gate agencies in Cnatowa and

The Head Start program, termi- 
nated since last June, has served 


about 50 children from ages3to5 
in Chinatown. The program at 
Victory Hall on Stockton Street 
Was run by the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Council (EOC), the former 
operating agency for the Ppro- 
gram. 卫 OC was not reconsidered 
for the new grant because 让

provide fedqeral funds to cities with more than five per cent 
immigrant population to go towards programs of education， 
health，housing，job training，orientation，and public assis- 


tance for immigrants. 


We wholeheartedly support 百 .S. 9585，not because 让 will 
mean a handout to immigrants，but because 站 will help to 
make their adjustment and contribution to American life that 
much easier. It is time that the federal .government stop 
looking for ways of curbing immigration and making life di 仁 i- 
cult for imnmigrants and start remembering that America was 
built with the sweat and toil of imnmigrants. It is time that the 
government redirect its energies into constructive action by 
jending support to those cities and local agencies which have 
thus far carried the heavy responsibility of serving the immi- 


grant population.

The spirit of 
the people as spelt out was that 
“we must all work together and 
work hard to help China grow for 
the sake of this generation and 
the generations after.” 

It may be asked how political 
ideology can move one-fourth of 
mankind to work collectively 
towards the goal of a stronger 
China. As explained to us，the 
answer lies in China's past， All 
that Chinahas suffered under the 
aggression of foreign powers and 
selfish emperors and landlords 
has not gone for naught. Those 
Who remember the hungry days 
of old rejoice that they now have 
somaething to eat，wear，and live 
in. And the young are constantly 
reminded how their ancestors 


.Suffered before them. The pres- 


ent is relative to the past. 卫 very- 
where we went，we heard,， “In 
the days before liberation (1949)， 
things were so bad . . . then after 
liberation，we were able to ac- 
complish such and such . . .” 
Probably the best example .of 
how 'collective efftort and the 
Spirit of self-reliance can bring 


about results is Tachai 大 宗 ,， 


an agricultural community about 
eight hours by train from Peking. 
Through a three-hour documen- 
tary film, we were given an intro- 
duction to Tachai the first eve- 
ning we arrived there, 

The film showed the barren 
landqs of Tachai prior to the

people in 和 nature in the 
Spirit of Mao Tse-tung's teaching 
on self-reliance. Determined no 
longer to starve at the mercy of 
nature or atthe hands of fate, the 
people worked together in，liter- 
ally, leveling mountains, straight- 
ening rivers，building dams， 
reserVvoirs, and tunnels, filling in 
land，and fertilizing the soil. 
When thunderstorms ”and 
droughts harassed their prog- 
ress, they just became more de- 
termined to succeed，Im one 
scene，hundreds of people were 
showmn carrying buckets of water 
Up the mountainside to water the 
crops during a drought. 

Because of their efforts，Ppro- 
duction has increased fivefold 


and the commune now boasts of 
contributing 70 per cent of their 
crops to the country while keep- 
ing 30 per cent for their needs, of 
planting 1800 acres of trees，of 
growing fruit orchards for the 
first time，amnd of having elec- 
tricity, machinery, five wells, and 
20 reservoirs . 
MOVE MOUNTAINS 

The next day we took a walk 
around the commune.， With our 
Own eyes We Saw their rich crops 
of corn and millet waiting to be 
harvested， We saw their neatly 
leveled lands，their tunnels， 
bridges, and wells that they had 
made with their bare hands. 
They proudly displayed to us the 
caves they once lived in and the 
new homes they have built since. 
And we realized that once man 
puts his mind to 过， he can move 
mountains. 

While there for two days，we 
also saw many large groups of 
people who had come from afar to 
learn from Tachai. We were told 
that since Mao Tse-tung issued 
the edict in 1964 that made Ta- 
chai the agriculturist's _ learning

ffom al parts of China, including

The record number thus far is 
30,000 in one day. 

Another example of the peo- 
ple's _ achievement through self-

The 
bridgewas completed in 1969. 

LI was also in 1969 with the fear 
of possible Soviet attack that the 
people began building air raid 
shejlters. We were taken through 
one in a Peking machinery fac- 
tory.he shelter is complete with 
a_dning hall，Kkitchen，toilet， 
storehouse, well, operating room， 
hospital beds，and broadcasting 
and telephone rooms. We were 
told that every factory，school， 
and office buildqing in Peking has 
its own shelter and that they are 
all connected .

The path leading to the new 
Richmond Maxi-Center took a 
detour last week when Westside 
Community Social Service Agen- 
cy announced its _ rejection of a 
federal grant award to staff the 
new center. 

Instead of shouldering the re- 
sponsibility alone，Westside pro- 
posed “the establishment of a 
partnership” with other inter- 
ested groups. Dr. Larry Lurie， 
:director of the District V Mental 
Health Center that administers 
the $257,000 federal staffing 
grant, said last week thatthe idea 
of a coalition sounded .good to 
him. But he said the citizens 
advisory board (CAB) of District 
Vhadto' “reviewit in Some way. 
The CAB voted last September to 
award the grantto Westside. 

The 25-member board will 
meet，Pprobably next Thursday 
(Dec. 12), to review the situation， 
according to Lurie. 


The back-pedaling action of 
Westside didn't come as a total 
SuUrprise，however. Constant 
pressure had been brought to 
bear upon the consortium of 
three different' social service 
agencies in the past few months. 
Some residents in the Richmond 
district, represented by the Rich- 
mond Asian Caucus and the 
Richmond Asian Multi-Services 
Inc, (RAMS)，had complained of 
Westside' s lack of demonstrated 
ability to service the Asian popu- 
lation. 


Assemblyman- Willie 工 .Brown 
Jr reportedly acting upon the 
request of the Richmond Asian 
commmunity，met with Westside 
officials Noveinber 25“to insist 
that Asians be _ involved as an 
equal partner.” Westside，mnot 
coincidentally，decided to reject 
its grant award on the same day， 
after meeting with Brown 


Maxi-Center Project 一 
Westside Proposes Partnership 


In announcing its _ rejection， 
Westside also decided to “pro- 
pose to RAMS, the Asian Caucus 
and all the other concerned 
groups in the Richmond district， 
the establishment of a partner- 
ship to_ develop a program to 
SerVvice the social and mental 


health needs of the entire Rich- 


mond community.” Westside 
board president Clarence Rich- 
ardson indicated in a telephone 
interview November 26 that the 
forming of a coalition was only 
suggested as an alternative 
measure and not a condition of 
Westside's rejection of the grant 
award. 

However，Rev. Wesley Woo， 
RAMS board chairperson，react- 
ed to the Westside proposal with 
reserve、 He said RAMS,，which 
also submitted a proposal for the 
grant earlier, should be given the 
grant before any coajlition or 
partnership is formed. Woo said 
he was seeking clarification from 
District V as to what 让 was going 
to do. But he maintained that the 
RAMS proposal should be used 
as the model by any coalition that 
Would be formed to operate the 
Maxi-Center in the future.
